Providence; It I., June 26 —Mark 


Twain, while on the way to New York, 
stppped over for a half hour in this 
city. He said he was rather surprised 
that Governor Garvin should have ac- 
cused a judge of bribery and then have 
failed to indentify the alleged criminal.

Governor Garvin has now sent an 


open letter to Mark Twain in the 
course of which he writes: 


"The facts involved are these: An 


instance of bribery having been cited 
by me in an article contributed to the 
Christian Endeavor World, I have beoa 
called upon to give the name of the per- 
son whadid the bribing This I refused 
to do. In Rhode Island as in some oth- 
er states, .bribery is a long establish- 
ed custom and only too common.. 


"If I was to designate a guiity man it 


would be on'e, who, acting through 
agents, has bribed by the wholesale^ 
disbursing tens of thousands of dollars 
corruptly at a single election, rather 
than one who has been but a retailer 
in the business. 


"It is the purpose of the good people 


of this state to suppress bribery at the 
election of next November and the 
governor will aid them in this effort 
to_the extent of his powers."

How an OnrnshlnR Cyclone Enfold- 


Inc a. Thunderstorm n.x It Strikes 
Them In Capable of Producing a 
Genuine Clondbnmt—Terrlflc Force 
of tlie Water as It Is Let Loose. 
Cloudbursts of the gigantic type 


which' caused the cataclysm at Hepp- 
ner, Oro., the other evening are almost 
invariably the result of an interference 
of hills or mountains with the onrush- 
ing whirlwind infolding an electric 
storm, says the New York Herald. 


To obtain n clear idea of this terrible 


phenomenon one must first remember 
that the thunderstorm Is a strong hori- 
zontal gyration of the air—m fact, a 
small cyclone, which has a progressive 
as well as a rotatory motion. As the air 
begins its whirling motion the cen- 
trifugal force of the outer ring causes 
rarefaction in the central area of the j 
whirl. Inrushes of air from all sides i 
of the storm then take place, especially 
at its base, and these masses of air 
quickly form a powerful and rapid 
ascending current in the heart of the 
nascent tornado. 


The genesis of the whirlwind is now 


complete, but its gyratory motion is 
usually soon intensified by the existing 
hysrometric conditions. 


If the atmosphere of any rogion. 


whether it be level or mountainous 
contains a large amount of water va- 
por, the ascending current in the center 
of the tlranderstorm will have its vol- 
ume and velocity largely augmented. 
This is eas-iiy unilers>tootl since the 
moist uprising air in the center is con- 
stantly reaching cooler and cooler 
strata of the atmosphere, where its 
vapor is condensed into rnin or hail. 
Moreover, the condensation of the va- 
por contained in the ascending current 
is further and intensely chilled by ex- 
pansion as it enters higher and higher 
levels, where the barometric pressure 
is greatly reduced until, at 1,000 or 
2,000 feet above the earth, the rising 
column of air, capped with magnificent 
cumulus clouds, has much of its mois- 
ture wrung out of it in the shape of 
heavy raindrops, often intermingled 
with hail. 


In this second and incomplete stage 


of the storm's development the rainfall 
Is frequently excessive, beyond Ihe

power or Human comprehension. The 
precipitation in a short time amounts 
to hundreds of thousands of tons of 
water to the square mile. 


During the passage of a series of 


thunderstorms over Syracuse, N. Y., 
on June 8, 1S7G, eight inches of rain 
fell, and it would not be difficult to 
cite many like records of torrential 
downpours occurring in a comparative- 
ly level country. When it is borne in 
mind that a single inch of rainfall over 
one square mile weighs, in round num- 
bers, GO.OOO tons, it can readily be in- 
ferred that a fall half of that regis- 
tered at Syracuse within a day, if de- 
scending upon a plain or valley carved 
by several converging streams, is fully 
competent to create a gigantic flood, 
and where the ground in which the 
converging streams meet is slightly de- 
pressed the flood can become a rush- 
ing, irresistible wall of water. 


But when, as on Sunday, June 14, 


the storm in Oregon advanced upon the 
mountains, the drainage of whose 
slopes converges near Heppner, the 
case was very different from that just 
cited as occurring in a level country. 


In advancing upon hills or mountains 


of moderate elevation the tornadic 
whirl, or even a severe thunderstorm, 
is capable of producing the genuine 
cloudburst. 
In the immediate center 


of the storm, on its approach to a 
mountain, where we might expect the 
heaviest rain, the raindrops, falling 


from a cumulus cloud, are arrested 
and massed up aloft by the action of 
the powerful ascending current, and 
this process of massing the rain in the 
folds of the storm cloud goes on as 
long as the cyclonic or rotatory motion 
of the storm is fully maintained. 


Standing immediately tinder 
the 


center of tire whirlwind one might 
thon notice but little and possibly no 
rain, because there the uprising cur- 
rent prevents the downward rush of 
the water. But when the cyclone in 
its swift flight strikes a range of hills 
or mountains tbe rotatory motion of 
the storm is mechanically stopped, its 
gyration ceases, the ascending current 
in its central area can no longer sup- 
port the masses of rain collected in 
the high storu clouds, and as the body 
of the traveling whirl scales the moun- 
tain top the accumulation of rain in 
the upper region falls with terrific 
force upon the leeward side of the 
mountain, sometimes excavating holes 
six feet deep and thirty feet in diam- 
eter. 


The result is precisely the same as 


if a lake could be suspended in mid- 
air for a time and then allowed to 
drop en masse upon tbe soil. As far 
as the orography of the country 
around Heppner can be determined, it 
was just this form of cataclysm thr.t 
ravaged the town.

Radium is one of the rarest things 


upon earth and is never found in the 
pure state. It must be dissociated from 
the other substances with which it is 
combined by long, tedious and costly 
chemical operations. It is obtained 
from a mineral called pitchblende, 
found in Bohemia, and during the two 
or thrse years that have elapsed since 
its discovery by Mme. and M. Curie of 
1'aris tlier have succeeded in separat- 
ing out of tons and tons of pitchblende 
Ipbs than two pounds of radium. That 
is all that oxists uncombincd in the 
world, and even that is not the pure 
thins. It is mingled with more or less 
barium, says Collier's Weekly. 


The Curies do pos^e^s, however, one 


tiny bit of chemically pure radium. It 
weighs about half n grain and is said 
to be of the size of a buckshot M. Cu- 
rie has declared that he would not sell 
it for 100,000 francs. If he and his 
wife have a monopoly of this precious 
substance they are not setting rich out 
of it. The demand is not active. Half 
a grain of impure radium in a little 
tube is offered in Paris for $n.OOO. 


A thief who should run off with a bit 


of radium as big as n small diamond 
•would find that he had caught a Tar- 
tar. 
If he kept it in his pocket It 


\vould produce an inflammation that 
might cost him his life. If he held it 
near his eyes he could easily lose his 
Sight. If he handled it much his fin- 
gers would get sore and might have to 
be amputated. M. Curie is quoted as 
saying that he would not venture into 
a room containing .a kilogram of 


smallpox. I carried with me a small 
electric battery, by means of which, 
through a hydropathic agency with 
which I am familiar, I gave the physi- 
cians the impression that I suffered 
from the malady. I have been out- 
rageously treated, and I have notified 
my attorney, Clark Bell, to bring suit 
against the city of Stamford for §50,- 
000 for desolating my daughter's home 
by taking me away from it withoul 
authority. I am also much displeased 
to learn that my watch has been 
soaked in an antiseptic solution and 
thereby ruined, to say nothing of the 
burning of a five dollar bill and a man 
uscript work of great value."
